RELATIONS WITH SPAIN. 

The cordial character of our relatloges Sith. 
Spain warrants the hope that by the contin- 
uance of methods of friendly “negotiation, 
much may be accomplished in the direction 
of an adjustment of pending questions and of 
the increase of our trade. The extent and 
development of our trade with the island of 
Cuba invest the commercial relations of the 
United States and Spain with a peculiar im- 
portance. It is not doubted that a special ar- 
rangement in regard to commerce, based 
upon the reciprocity provision of the recent 
Tariff act, would operate most beneficially 
for both governments. This subject is now 
recciving attention. 

THE CONSULAR SERVICE. 

The legislation of the past few vears has 
evinced on the part of Congress a growing 
realization of the importance cf the consular 
service in fostcring our commercial relations 
abroad and in protecting the domestic rey- 
enues. As the scope of operations expands, 
increased provision must be made to keep up 
the essential standard of efliciency. The 
necessity of some adequate measure of super- 
vision and inspection has been so often pre- 
sented that I need only commend the subject 
to your attention. 

FINANCIAL. 

The revenues of the Government from all 
sources for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1890, Were $463,963,080.55, and the total ex- 
penditures for the same period were $35S,618,- 


o84.52, The postal receipts have not hereto- 
fore been included in the statement 
of these aggregates, and for the pur- 


pose of comparison the sum of $60,832,097.92 
should be deducted froin both sides of the 
account. The surplus for the year, includ- 
ing the amount applied to the sinking fund, 
Was $105,344,497.03, The receipts for 1890 were 
$18,030,923.79, and the expenditures $15,729,- 
S871 in extvess of those of 1889. The customs 
receipts increased $5,835,842.88, and the re- 
ceipts from internal revenue $11,725,191.89, 
while onthe side of expenditures, that for 
pensions was $19,312,074.96 in excess of the 
preceding year. 
RECEIPTS AND EXPENDITURES. 

The Treasury statement for the current 
fiscal year, partly actual and partly estimat- 
ed, is as follows: 

me from all sourcese, $406,000,000; total 
expenditures, $554,000,000, leaving a surplus 
of $52,000,000--not taking the postal receipts 
into account on either side. The loss of rev- 
enue from customs for the last quarter is 
estimated at $25,000,000, but from this is de- 
ducted a gain of about $16,000,000 realized 
during the first fot months of the year. 

For the vear 1892 the total estimated re- 
ceipts are $373,000,000 and the estimated ex- 
penditures $357,852,200.42, leaving an estimat- 
ed surpins of $15,147,790.58, which, with a cash 
balance of $52,000,000 at the beginning of the 
year, will give $66,147,790.58 as the sum ayail- 
able for the redemption of outstanding 
bouds or other uses. The estimates of re- 
ceipts and expenditures for the Post-Office 
Department being equal are not included in 
this statement on cithet side. 

PURCHASE OF SILVER BULLION. 

The act “directing the purchase of silver 
bullion and the issue of Treasury notes 
thereon,” approved June 14, 1890, has been 
administerca by the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury With an earnest purpose to get into cir- 
culation at the earliest possible dates the full 
monthly amounts of Treasury notes contem- 
plated by its provisions, and at the same 
time to give tothe market for silver bullion 
such support as the law contemplates. The 
recent depreciation in the price of. sil- 
yer has been observed with regret. 
The rapid rise in price which antici- 
pated and followed the passage of the 
act was influenced in some degree by specu- 
lation, and the recent reaction is In part the 
result of the same cause and in part of the 
recent monetary disturbances. Some months 
of further trial will be necessary to deter- 
mine the permanent effect of the recent legis- 
lation upon silver values, but it is gratifying 
to know that the increased circulation se- 
cured by the act has exerted and willcontinue 
to exert a more beneficial influence upon 
business and upon general values. 

CIRCULATION OF MONEY. 

The efforts of the Secretary to increase the 
volume of money in circulation by keeping 
down the treasury surplus to the lowest yey 
ticable limit have been unremitting, and ina 
very high degree successful. The tables pre- 
sented by him, showing the increase of 
money in circulation during the past two de- 
cades, and especially the table showing the 
increase during the eighteen months he has 
administered the affairs of the department, 
and instructive. The in- 


are interesting 
crease of money in circulation dur- 
ing the nineteen months has been in 


the aggregate $93,866,813, or about $1.50 per 
capita, and of this increase only $7,100,000 
was due to the recent silver legislation. 
That this substantial and needed aid given 
to commerce resulted in an enormous re- 
duction of the public debt and of the annual 
interest charge is matter of increased satis- 
fection. There have been purchased and re- 
deemed since March 4, i859, 4 and 4lo per 
cent. bonds to the amount of $211,882,450, ata 
cost of $246,620,741, resulting in the reduction 
ofthe annual interest charge of $8,967,609, 
and a total saving of interest of $51,576,706. 
THE INTERNAL REVENUE. 

I notice with great pleasure the statement 
of the Secretary that the recipts from in- 
ternal revenue have increased during the 
last fiscal year nearly $12,000,000, and that the 
eost of collecting this larger revenue was 
less by $90,617 than for the same purpose in 
the preceding year. The percentage of cost 
of collecting the customs revenue was less 
for the last fiscal year than ever before. 

THE WAR DEPARTMENT. 

The report of the Secretary of War exhibits 
several gratifying results attained during the 
vear by wise and unostentatious methods. 
The percentage of desertions from the army 
(an evil for which both Congress and the de- 

artment have long been seeking a remedy) 
a been reduced during the past year 24 per 
eent., and for the months of August and 
September, during which time the favorable 
effects of the act of June 16 were felt, 33 per 
cent. as compared with the same months of 

889. 


OFFICIAL RECORDS. 

The results attained by a reorganization 
and consolidation of the divisions having 
eharge of the hospital and service records of 
the volunteer soldiers are very remarkable. 
This change was effected in July, 1889, and at 
that time there were 40,654 cases awaiting at- 
tention, more than half of these being calls 
from the Pension Office for information nec- 
essary to the adjudication of pension claims. 
On the 30th day of June last, though over 300,- 
000 new calls had come in, there was not a 
single case that had not been examined and 
answered. 

COAST DEFENSE WORKS AND ORDNANCE. 

I concur in the recommendations of the 
Secretary that adequate and regular appro- 
priations be continued for coast defense 
works and ordnance. Plans have been prac- 
tically agreed upon and there can be no ity 
reason for deJaying the execution of t em, 
while the defenseless state of our great 5ea- 
ports furnishes an urgent reason for wise 
expedition. 

STATE MILITIA. 

The encouragement that has been extend - 
to the militia of the States, generally, Sn 
most appropriately, designated the ‘“‘Na- 
tional Guard,” should be continued and en- 
larged. These military organizations = 
tute, in a large sense, the army of the Uni e ; 
States, while about five-sixths of the i 
cost of their maintenance is defrayed by the 
State.

THE POST-OFFICE DEPARTMENT. 

The report of the Postmaster-General 
shows the most erat iaa progress in the 
important work committed to his direction. 
The business methods have been great] 
improved. A large economy in expendi- 


tures and an increase of $4,750,000 
in receipts have been realized. The 
deficiency this year is $5,786,300 as

against $6,350,183 last year. 
the great entargement of the service, ma 
ruutes have been extended and quickéened 
and greater accuracy and dispatch in distri- 
bution and delivery have been attained. 

THE ANTI-LOTTERY LAW. 

The passage of the act to amend certain 
sections of the Revised Statutes relating to 
lotteries, approved September 19, 1890, has 
been received with great and deserved pop- 
ular favor. The Post-Office Department and 
the Department of Justice at once entered 
upon the enforcement of the law with 
sympathetic vigor, and already the public 
mails have been largely freed from the 
fraudulent and demoralizing appeals and 
literature emanating from the lottery com- 
panies. 

THE NAVY. 

The construction and equipment of the new 
ships for the navy have made very satisfac- 
tory progress. Since March 4, 1889, nine new 
vessels have been put in commission, and 
during this winter four more, including one 
monitor, will be added. The construction of 
the other vessels authorized is being pushed, 
both inthe Government and private yards, 
vith energy, and watched with the most 
scrupulous care. 

ARMOR PLATES. 

The experiments conducted during the 
year to test the relative resisting power of 
armor plates have been so valuable as to at- 
tract great attention in Europe. The only 
part of the work upon the new ships that is 
threatened by unusual delay is the armor 
plating, and every effort is being made to re- 
duce that to the minimum. It is a source 
of congratulation that the anticipated in- 
fluence of these modern vessels upon 
the esprit du corps of the officers and 
seamen has been fully realized. Con- 
fidence and pride in the ship among 
the crew are equivalent to a secondary bat- 
tery. Your favorable consideration is in- 
vited to the recommendations of the Secre- 
retary. 

DEPARTMENT OF THE INTERIOR 

The report of the Secretary of the Interior 
exhibits .with grent fullness and clearness 
the vast work of that department and the 
satisfactory results attained. The sugges- 
tions made by him are earnestly commended 
to the consideration of Congress, though 
ey can not all be given particular mention 
1cre, 

The several acts of Congress looking to the 
reduction of the larger Indian reservations, 
to the more rapid settlement of the Indfans 
upon individual allotments and the restora- 
tion to the public domain of lands in excess 
of their needs, have been largely carried into 
effect so far as the work was, con- 
fined to the Executive. Agreeneny have 
been concluded = since Waren 4, 188), 
involving the cession to the United 
States of about 14,726,000 acres of land. 

THE PUBLIC DOMAIN. 

The policy outlined in my last annual me¢s- 
sage in relation to the Peet of landsete 
settlers upon the public domain has been car- 
ried outin the administration of the Land 
Office. No general suspicion nor imputation 
of fraud has been allowed to delay the hear- 
ing and adjudication of individual cases 
upon their merits. 

PENSIONS. 

The Disability Pension act, which was ap- 
proved on the 27th of June last, has been put 
into operation as rapidly as was practicable. 
The increased clerical force as provided was 
selected and assigned to work, and a consid- 
erable part’of the force engaged in examina- 
tions in the field was recalled and added to 
the working force of the office. The ex- 
amination and adjudication of claims have, 
by reason of improved methods, been 
more rapid than ever’ before. There is 
no economy to the Government in delay, 
while there is much hardship and injustice 
to the soldier. The anticipated expenditure, 
while very large, will not, it is believed, be 
in excess of the estimates made before the 
enactment of the law. This liberal enact- 
ment of the general law should suggest a 
more careful scrutiny of bills for special 
relief, both as to the cases where relief is 
granted and as to the amount allowed. 

ADMISSION OF NEW STATES. 

The admission of the States of Wyoming 
and Idaho to the Union are events full of 
interest and congratulations, not only to the 
people of those States now happily endowed 
with a full participation in our privileges 
and responsibilites, but to all our people. 
Another belt of States stretches from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific. 

THE CENSUS. 

The enumeration of people of the United 
States under the provision of the act of March 
1, 1890, has been completed, and the result 
will be at once officially communicated to 
Congress. The completion of this decennial 
enumeration devolves upon Congress the 
duty of making a new apportionment of 
tepresentatives “among the several States, 
according to their respective numbers.” 

DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE. 

The report of the Secretary of Agriculture 
deserves special attention, in view of the 
fact that the year has been marked in a very 
unusual degree by agitation and organiza- 
tion among the farmers, looking to an in- 
crease in the profits of their business, It 
will be found that the efforts of the depart- 
ment have been intelligently and zealously 
devoted to the promotion of the interests 


intrusted to its care. A very. sub- 
stantial improvement in the market 
prices in the leading farm_ prod- 
ucts during the year is noticed. The 


price of wheat advanced from 81 cents in 
October, 1889, $1.00% in October, 1890; Gorn 
from 31 cents to 504 cents; oats from 19% 
cents to 43 cents, and barley from 63 cents 
to 78 cents. Meats showed a substantial but 
not so large an increase. The export trade 
in live animals and fowls shows a very 
laree increase, the total value of such ex- 
ports forthe year ending June 30, 1890, was 
$33,000,000, and the increase over the pre- 
ceeding year was over $15,000,000. Nearly 
2,000 more cattle and over 45,000,000 
more hogs were Eee than in the 
preceding year. “he export trade 
iy beef and pork products and in dai pro- 
dacts was very largely increased, the in- 
crease in the article of butter alone being 
fvom 15,504,978 pounds to 29,748,042 pounds, 
and the total increase in the value of meat 
and dairy products exported ee ee 
Yhis trade, so directly helpful to the farmer, 
it is believed, will be yet further and very 
largely increased when the system of inspec- 
tion and sanitary supervision now prov ded 
by law is brought fullv into operation. 
CATTLE INSPECTION. 

The efforts of the Secretary to establish the 
healthfulness of our meats against the dis- 
paraging imputations that have been put 
upon them abroad have resulted in substan- 
tialprogress. Veterinary surgeons sent out by 
the department are now ullowed to igi- 
pate in the inspection of the live cattle from 
this country landed et the English docks, and 
during the several months they have been on 
duty no case of contagious pleuro-pneumo- 
nia has been reported. his inspection 
abroad and the domestic inspection of live 
animals and pork products, provided for by 
the act of August 3°, 1890, will afford as per- 
fect a guarantee for the wholesomeness of 
our meats offered for foreign consumption 
as is anywhere given to any food product, 
and its non-acceptance will quite clear! 
reveal the real inotive of any continu 
restriction of their use; and, that having been 
made clearer, the duty of the Executive will 
be very plain. 

THE BEET SUGAR INDUSTRY. 

The information given by the Secretary of 
the progress and prospects of the beet sugart 
industry is fullof interest. It has already 
passed the experimental st and is a com- 
mercial success. The area over which the 
sugar beet can be successfully eultivated is 
very large, and another field crop cf great 
value is offered to the choice of the farmer, 





laws of very high importance. That the re- 
sults of this legislation will be the quickening 
and enlargement of our manufacturing in- 
dnstries, larger and better markets for our 
breadstuffs and provisions both at home and 
abroad, more constant employment and bet- 
ter wages for our working people, and an 
increased supply of a safe currency for the 
tRansaction of business. I do not doubt 
seme of these measures were enacted at so 
late a period that the beneficial effects upon 
commerce which were in the contemplation 
ot Congress have as yet but partially mani- 
fested themselves, 


TRADE AND INDUSTRY. 


The general trade and industrial conditions 
throughout the country during the year have 
shown a marked improvement. For many 
years prior to 1888 the merchandise balances 
of. foréign trade had been largely in our fa- 
vor, but in that year and ‘the year fol- 
lowing they turned against us. ‘It is very 
gratifying to know thatthe last fiscal year 
again shows a balance in our favor of over 

000,000. The bank clearings, which fur- 
nish a good test of the volume of business 
transacted forthe first ten months of the 
year 1590 show, as compzred with the same 
months of 1889, an increase for the whole 
country of about 8.4 per cent, while the in- 
crease cuiside of the city of New York was 
over 13 percent. During the month of Octo- 
ber the cleariugs of the whole country 
showed an increase of 3.1 per cent. over 

October, 1889, while outside of New 

York the increase was 1142 per cent. These 

figures show that the increase in the volume 

of business was very general throughout the 
country. That this large business was being 
eonducted upon a safe and profitable basis 
is shown by the fact that there were three 
hundred less failures reported in October, 

1890, than in the same month of the preced- 

ing year, with liabilities diminished by about 

5,000,000. 

THE M’KINLEY TARIFF. 
The General Tariff act has only partially 
gone into operation, soine of its important 
provisions being limited to take crfect at 
dates yet in the future. The general pro- 
visions of the law have been in force less 
than sixty days. Its permanent effect on 
trade and prices still stand in  conject- 
ure. It is curious to note that the 
advance in the price of articles whol- 
ly unaffected by the Tariff act was 
by many hastily ascribed to that 
act. Notice was not taken of the fact that 
the general tendency of the markets was up- 
ward from influences wholly apart from the 
recent tariff legislation. The cnlargement 
of our currency by the Silver bill undoubtly 

gave an upward tendency to trade and had a 

marked effect on prices; but this natural and 

desired effect of the silver ligislation was by 
many erroneusly attributed to the Tariif 
act. ; 

TARIFF REVISION. 

There is neither wisdom nor suggestion 
that the subject of tariff revision shall be 
opened before this law has had a fair trial. 
It is quite true that every tariff schedule is 
subject to objections. No bill was ever 
frained, I suppose, that in all of its rates and 
classifications had the fall approval even of 
a party caucus. Such legislation is always 
and necessarily the product of compromise 
as to details, and tne present law is no 
exception. But, in its general scope 
and effect, I think, it will justify the sup- 
port of those who believe that American leg- 
islation should conserve and defend Amer- 
ican trade and the wages of American work- 
men. 

The misinformation as to the terms of the 
act, which has been so widely disseminated 
at home and abroad, will be corrected by ex- 
perience and the evil augurieés as to its results 
confounded by the markct reports, the sav- 
ings Danks, international trade balances and 
the general prosperty of our people. Already 
we begin to hear hom abroad and from 
our custom- houses that the prohibitory effect 
upon importations imputed to the act is not 
ustified. The imports at the port of New 
York for the first three weeks of November 
were nearly 8 per cent. greater thag for the 
same period in 1889 and 29 per cent. greater 
than in the same period of 1888. And so far 
from being an act to limit exports, I confi- 
dently believe that under it we shall secure a 
larger and more profitable participation in 
foreign trade than we have ever enjoyed, and 
that we shall recover a proportionate par- 
ticipation in the ocean carrying trade of the 
world. 

PROHIBITORY OR RETALIATORY LEGISLATION, 
There is no disposition among any of our 
eople to promote prohibitory or retaliatory 

egislation. Our policies are adopted not to 
the hurt of others, but to secure for ourselves 
those advantages that fairly grow out of our 
favored position asa nation, Our form of 
government, with its incident of universal 
suffrage, makes it imperative that we shall 
gave our working people from the agitations 
and distresses which scant work and wages 
that have no margin for comfort always 
get. Butaftar all this is done, it will be 
found that our markets are open to friendly 
commercial exchanges of enormous value 
to the other great Powers. 
RECIPROCITY. 


There were but two methods of obtaining 
control of this question open to Congress: 
To place all these articles upon the dutiable 
list subject to such treaty agreements as 
could be secured, or to place them all pres- 
ently upon the free list, but subject to the re- 
imposition of specified duties if the cgun- 
tries from which we receive them should re- 
fuse to give us suitable reciprocal benefits. 
This latter method, I think, possesses great 
advantages. It expresses in advance 
the consent of Congress to reciprocity ar- 
rangements affecting these products which 
must have otherwise been delayed and un- 
ascertained until each treaty was ratified by 
the Senate and the necessary legislation en- 
acted by Congress. Experience has shown 
that some treaties looking to reciprocal 
trade have failed to secure atwo-third vote 
in the Senate for ratification, and oth- 
ers having passed that stage have for 
years awaited the concurrence of the House 
and Senate in such moditications of our rev- 
enue laws as were necessary to give effect to 
their provisions. We now have the concur- 
rence of both Houses in advance in a-dis- 
tinct and definite offer of free entry to 
our ports of specific articles. The Ex- 
ecutive is not required to deal in con- 
jecture as to what Congress will ae- 
cept. Indeed this reciprocity pore 
is more than an offer. Our part of the bar- 
gain is complete; delivery has been made, 
and when the countries from which we re- 
ceive sugar, coffee, teas and hides, have 
placed on theirfree listssuch of our products 
as shall be agreed upon, as an equivalent for 
our concession, # proclamation of that fact 
completes the transaction; and in the mean- 
tithe our own people have free sugar, tea, 
coffee and hides. 

- NEW LEGISLATION. 

In addition to the important bills that be- 
came laws before the adjournment of the last 
session, some other bills of the highest im- 
portance were well advanced toward a final 
vote and now stand upon the calendars of 
the two Houses in favored positions. The 
present session has a fixed limit, and if 
these measures are not now _ brought 
to a final vote all the work that has becn 
dene upon them by this Congress is lost. 
The proper consideration of these, of an op- 
portionment bill and of the annual appro- 
priation bilis will require not only that no 
working day of the session shall be lost, bat 
that measures of minor and local interest 
shall not be allowed to interrupt or retard 
the progress of those that are of universal 
interest. In view of these conditions, I 
refrain from bringing before you at 
this time some suggestions that 
would otherwise be made, and most earn- 
estly invoke your attention to the duty of 
perfecting the important legislation how 
well advanced, to some of these measures 
which seem to me most important I now 
briefly call your attention. 


AMERICAN STEAMSHIP LINE. 

I desire to repeat with added urgency the 
recommendations contained in my last annu- 
al message in relation to the developments of 
American steamship lines. The reciprocity 
clause of the Tariff tin will be largely limit- 
ed, and its benefits retarded and diminished, 
if provision is not contemporaneously made 
to encourage the establishinent of first-class 
steam communication between our ports and 
the ports of such nations as may mect our 
overtures for enlarged commercial ex-

RELIEF FOR THE SUPREME COURT. 


The bill for the relief of the Supreme Court 
haa, after many years of discussion, reached 
a position when final action is easily attain- 
able, and it is hoped that any differences of 
opinion may he so harmonized as to save the 
essential features of this very important 
meastre. In this connection I pagent re- 
new my recommendation that the salaries oy 
the Judges of the United States Distric 
courts be so readjusted that none of them 
shall receive less than $5,000 per annum, 


A NATIONAL BANKRUPT LAW. 


The enactment of a National bankrupt law 
Ystill regard as very desirable. The Constitu- 
tion having given to Congress jurisdiction of 
this subject, it should be exercised and uni- 
form rules provided for the administration of 
insolvent debtors. The inconveniences re- 
sulting from the occasional and temporary 
exercise of this power by Congress, and from 
the conflicting State codes of insolvency 
which come into force intermediately should 
be removed by the enactment of a simple, in- 
=e and permanent National bankrupt 
aw. 


THE POSTAL TELEGRAPH SCHEME. 


The use of the telegraph by the Post-Office 
Department as a means for the rapid trans- 
mission of written communications is, I be- 
lieve, upon proper terms, quite desirable. 
The Government does not own or operate 
the railroads, and it should not, I think, own 
or operate telegraph lines. It does, how- 
ever, seem to be quite practicable 
for the Government to contract with 
the telegraph companies, as it does 
with the raiJroad companies to carry at 
specified rates such communications 
as the senders may designate for this method 
of transmission. I recommend that such 
legislation be enacted as will enable the 
Post-Office Department fairly to test by ex- 
periment the advantages of such a use of 
the telegraph. 


ELECTION LAWS, 


If any intelligent and loyal company of 
American citizens were required to catalogue 
the essential humane conditions of National 
life, [donot doubt that with absolute tinanim- 
ity they would begin with free and honest 
elections. And it is gratifying to know gen- 
erally there isa growing and non-partisan 
demand for better election laws, But against 
this sign of hope and progress must be set 
the depressing and undeniable fact that elec- 
tion lawsand methods are sometimes cun- 
ningly contrived to secure minority control, 
while violence completes the shortcomings 
of fraud. 

In my last annual message I suggested that 
the development of the existing law, provid- 
ing a Federal supervision of Congressional 
elections, offered an effective method of re 
forming these abuses, The need of such a law 
has manifested itself in many parts of the 
country, and its wholesome restraints and 
penalties will be useful in all. The constitu- 
tionality of such legislation has been affirmed 
by the Supreme Court. Its probable effect- 
iveness is evidenced by the character of the 
opposition that is made to it. It has been 
denounced as if it were a new exercise of 
Federal power and an invasion of the rights 
of the States. Nothing could be further from 
the truth. Congress has already fixed the 
time for the election of members of Con- 
gress. It has declared that votes for mem- 
»ers of Congress must be written or printed 
ballots. It has provided for the appoint- 
ment by the Circuit Courts in certain cases, 
and upon the petition of a certain number of 
citizens’ of cigetiqn upervisors, and made it 
their duty to suyefvise the registration of 
voters conducted by the State oflicers; to 
challenge persons offering to register; to 


personally inspect and scrutinize’ the 
registry lists, and to affix their names 
to the lists for the purpose of identi- 


fication and the prevention of frauds; to at- 
tend at elections and remain withthe boxes 
till the ballots are counted; to attach to the 
registry lists and election returns any state- 
ment touching the accuracy and fairness of 


the registry and election, and to 
take and transmit to the clerk of 
the House of Representatives any evi- 


dence of fraudulent practices which may 
be presented to them. The same law 
provides for the appointment of Deputy 
United States marshals to attend atthe polls, 
support the supervisors in the discharge of 
their duties and to arrest persons violating 
the election laws. The provisions of this 
familiar title of the revised statutes have been 
put into exercise by both the great political 
parties, andin the North as well as in the 
South, by the filing with the court of the 
petitions required by law. 

The present law stops just a little 
short of effectiveness, for it surrenders to 
the local authorities all control over the 
certification which establishes the — 
facie right to a seat in the House 
of Representatives. This defect should 
be cured. Equality of representation 
and the purity of the electors must be main- 
tained, or every thing that is valuable in our 
system of Government islost. The qualifica- 
tions of an elector must be sought in the 
law, not in the opinions, prejudices, or fears 
of any class, however, powerful. The 
path of the elector to the ballot- 
box must be free from the ambush of fear and 
the anticipation of fraud; the count so true 
that none shall gainsay it. Such alaw should 
be absolutely non-partisan and impartial. 
It should give the advantage to honesty and 
the control to ge Sonny Surely there is 
nothing sectional about this ereed, and if it 
shall happen that the penalties of laws in- 
tended to enforce these rights fall here and 
not there, it is not because the law is sectional, 
but because, happily, crime is local and not 
universal. Nor should it be forgotton that 
every law, whether relating to elections 
or ‘to any. other subject, whether 
enacted by the State or by the Na- 
tion, has force’ behind it. The courts, 
the marshal or constable, the 0889 
comitatus, the prison, are all and always 
behind the law. One can not be justly 
charged with unfriendliness to any section 
or class who seck only to restrain violations 
of law and of personalright. No community 
will find lawlessness profitable. No commu- 
nity can afford to have it known that the 
oftcers who are charged with the pres- 
ervation of the public peace and 
the restraint of the criminal classes 
a,e themselves product of fraud or 
violence. The magistrate is then without 
respect and the law without sanction. The 
floods of lawlessness can not be leveed and 
made to flow in one channel. The killing of 
a United States marshal carrying a writ of 
arrest for an election offense is full of 
prompting and suggestion to men who 
are pursued by a city marshal for 
a crime against life or property. 
But it is said that this legislation will revive 
race animosities, and some have even sug- 
gested that when the eat teey methods of 
raud are made impossible that 7 may be 
supplanted by intimidation and violence. If 
the proposed law gives to any qualified 
elector by a_ hair’s weight more than 
his equal influence, or detracts by 80 
much from any other qualified elect- 
or, it is fatally impeached. But 
if the law is equal and the an!tmosities it is to 
evoke grow out of the fact that some electors 
have been accustomed to exercise the fran- 
chise for others as well as for themselves, 
then these animosities ought not to 
confessed without shame and can not 
be given any weight in the discussion 
without dishonor. No choice isleft to me but 
to enforce with vigor all laws intended to 
secure to the citizen his constitutional 
rights and to recommend that the inade- 
quacies of such laws be promptly remedied, 


APPROPRIATION BILLS. 


The preparation of the general appropria- 
tion bills should be conducted with the great- 
est care and the closest scrutiny of expendi- 
tures. Appropriations should be adequate 
to the needs of the public service, but they 
should be absolutely free from prodigality.

as the ‘‘dead man in cell 2.” 


Killed His Son While Hunting. 

William Shoematte, a prominent Todd 
County (Ky.) farmer residing near 
Sharon Grove, was out bird hunting, ac- 
companied by his son, when a covey of 
partridgea suddenly flew up from the 
ground behind them. Mr. Shoematte 
turned, with his gun raised ready to 
fire, when the weapon was accidentally 
discharged, its contents taking effect in 
his son’s head, which was almost blown 
off, the brains scattering in every 
direction. The boy fell to the ground 
dead His father was almost crazed 
with grief over the awful catastrophe.

They would not have 
come together had they not been of one 
mind; and, being of one mind, the rules 
which kept them up to the mark civical- 
ly and ecclesiastically were merely in 
the line of a wise and necessary disci- 
pline. Noman is compelled to enlist— 


at least, in time of peace—but having ' 


enlisted, he must submit to be governed 
by the articles of war. But in truth, the 
invasions of individual freedom were 
carried very far in the seventeenth cen- 
tury. Among other customs, Mr. Wee- 
den tells us: ‘The impression of labor 
for particular service was common. 
Either the public need or the demands 
of private business could enforce it. In 
the harvest-time artificers and mechan- 
ics, compelled by the constable, must 
leave their crafts, unless they had har- 
vesting of their own, and betake them- 
selves to tue fields of their neighbors. 
They worked for others at regular 
, wages, fixed by statute.” Another cur- 
ious custom was that (this was in Dor- 
chester, 1637) ‘‘any member or house- 
‘ holder” of that community ‘‘chosen to 
'goe fora soulder” might leave the care 
of any business at home toa friend, 
who should be paid at soldiers’ rates. If 
| the conscript was unable to obtain this 
| home-worker then one of four citizens 
; named might ‘‘enjoyne who they shall 
_think fitt to worke in this kind for the 
| helpe of need;” this substitute must 
| work or pay a fine. 
| Efforts to regulate wages by statute 
'were constantly being made, but of 
}eourse invariably failed. 
| General court made a law that ‘master 
; carpenters, Sawyers, masons, ‘clapboard 
,dryvers,’ bricklayers, tilers, joiners, 
; wheelwrights, mowers, etc., were to re- 
‘ceive not more than 2 shillings a day 
| when ‘boarding themselves,’ or 14 pence 
;a day with ‘dyett.’ Inferior workmen 
, in the same occupations were to be rated 
by a constable and two others.” Boe- 
sides this, ‘‘penaltics were prescribed 


| against both giver and receiver of extra 
wages.” There must be no idleness, 


GARMENTS. , under penalty, and special care was de- 


voted to ‘‘comon coasters, unprofitable 
fowlers and tobacco-takers.” Knights 
of Labor and walking delegates would 
have had an unhappy time in those days, 
beyond question. The laborer was 
sometimes fined for taking extra pay, 
though the employer was not punished 
for giving it. Mr. Weeden remarks on 
this: ‘‘The contrast in treatment of em- 
ployer and employed, in the attempt to 
fine one and not the other for the same 
offense, reflects the notion of the time 
regarding labor. They firmly believed 
that the laborer owed more to society 
than it owed to him.” The rewards of 
apprenticeship showed this very clearly. 
A boy might be bound from his seventh 
to his twenty-first year, during the 
whole of which time he received no 
wages—nothing but his board and cloth- 
ing—and at the end of his term his mas- 
ter was under obligation to bestow upon 
him some such munificent provision as 
“double apparel (that is, two suits of 
clothes), a musket, sword and bandoliers, 
and 20 shillings.” A girl, after five 
years’ service, ‘‘was to receive a she- 
goat to help her starting in life.” The 
conditions of service were rigorous, 
moreover. The courts whipped, im- 
prisoned and fined erring servants. 
One Maxwell, in York, in 1651, is thus 
condemned for ‘‘exorbitant and abusive 
carriages toward his master and mis- 
tress.” The charges amount to 7 pounds 
10 shillings, and if he can not pay this 
sum to his master ‘‘then he may be sold 
to Virginia, Barbadoes or any English 
plantation.” 





SILK-WORM CULTURE. 





In Some Parts of the Union It Is Carried 
On With Good Results. 

Tho culture of the:silk-worm and the 
manufacture of silk originated in China, 
probably in very early times. Chinese 
historians assert that the wife of the 
Emperor, Hwang-ti, in 2,600 LB. C., was 
the first who unwound the silk-worm’'s 
cocoon. Before the time of the Chris- 
tian era silk fiber was brought from the 
Orient to the Islands of the Mediterra- 
nean, and there manufactured, but the 
silk-worm was wholly unknown in Eu- 
rope orin Western Asia prior to the sixth 
century. About 550 A. D. two Parisian 
monks brought from China to Constan- 
tinople some silk-worms’ eggs, conceal- 
ed in hollow canes, which they used as 
walking staves, and the white mul- 
berry tree, the worm's natural habitat, 


was introduced immediately after. 
The silk industry spread through 
European Turkey, Greece, Italy and 


Spain. The worms were not raised in 
France until the sixteenth century. 
Silk-worm culture was early tried in 
the American colonies, the first silk- 
worm eggs being sent to Virginia by 
James I. Tobacco, however, displaced 
the silk industry there, but the worm 
was successfully raised in several of the 
Southern States before the revolution- 
ary war. Cotton becoming the staple of 
those States later the silk industry was 
displaced. In Connecticut and Massa- 
chusetts also the culture of the silk- 
worm was carried on considerably in the 
early part of the presentcentury. Dur- 
ing the last twenty-five years there has 
been an especial effort made to promote 
the raising of silk-worms in different 
partsof the United States. California 
seems to be the only State where any 
large amount of capital has been invest- 
ed in the business thus far, but in very 
many places in the Easternand Southern 
States it is carried on with good results 
on a small scale.—Chieago Inter Ocean.
